Many settlers came to 
the Island after the great fire of Lon­ 
don in 1606. 
Others were originally 
slaves from Madagascar. 
The result 
Is a colored race. 
The majority of 
the men are sailors. 
The climate Is very healthful, the 
trade winds tempering the tropic heat. 
Five-sixths of the Island Is barren 
owing to rapidly multiplying flocks of 
goats destroying the vegetation. 
Bees will not live on the island, and 
In consequence little fruit can be oui 
m ated .—London Daily Mail.
